Indeed if there were any occaſion to make a ſtand in marter of conſcience, if there were any 
thing doubrfull in the cauſe recommended to you, any thing ro detaine your judgements and 
conſciences in ſuſpence, whether ic were lawfull for you orno, to appeare in ir, there were juſt 
cauſe to ſpare and to forbeare you, at leaſt for a time, till you ſhould be fully ſatisfied- But now 
the righteouſnefſe hereof being as cleare as the light, or as the Sun at noone day, why tarry you 2? 
why are you not up in your might before this, to maintain it to the urrermoſt ? 

_ © " Yea; burſay the Rabbies and grear diſpurers that ſtand by your enemies and ſtrengthen their 

hand that they cannor depart from their wickedneſſe, that cover, bur it is with the covering of

Hereis ſubmiſſion co the King required in expreſle termes, 
andthey thar yeeld northe ſubmiſſion here required, reſiſt the Ordinance of God (as the Apoltle 
Paxlſpeakes, Rom. 13.) and by ſuch reſiſtance ſhall receive ro themſelves (viz. withour repen-. 
tance) pe judgement, or condemnation : God will ſeverely judge or puniſh rhem for this 
reſiſtance. Atd for my part, I from my foule could wiſh and defire thacthe ſad diſtrattions

whole, The Parliament ( we know ) being interpreratively,and in - conſideration of Law, the 
- whole Body of the Kingdomi;hath a lawfull power,both.to doe and command many 'things, 
which afar greater part or number of men in the Kingdome have nor; no all the Ki me: 
befides hath no ſuch power, as they : and many things may be done very lawfully, and with 
a good conſcience, by verrue of their appointment and command, which could not bee done' 
upon any ſuch rermes without ir,though a thouſand times more men or perſons then-they are 
ſhould command them. L LH th (0p WE Luats 
' 6. Suppoſing they had ſuch a power, as we have oft ſuppoſed (but never granred' poſitive. 
ly ) and that it was lawfull for them ro have made reſiſtance accordingly , yer may God by 
way of ſpeciall diſpenſation, and for very great and conſiderable ends of his, hide this liberty 
we ſpeake of from their eyes ; thar they ſhould nor ſee ir tro make uſe of, We know theregrere 
many in the Apoſtles time, who eat heybes, when as yer it was as lawfull forthem, in reſpe& 
of any command of God to the contrary,to have eaten fleſh ; bur yer they did betrer'to con 
rent themſelves with herbes, when God had not revealed and cleared up this liberry unto 
chem. And yet they did as well as they too,who ſeeing their hbercy in this kind by the cleere 
light of the Goſpell, did rake ic and eate fleſh,Conſider thar paſſage of the Apoſtle, Rom. 14. 
- 6. Hethat obſerveth a day,obſerveth it unto the Lord : and he that obſerveth not a day , obſerverh 
it not unto the Lord, He that eateth,eateth unto the Lord: for hy giveth God thankes : and'hee that 
eateh not, eaterh not unto the Loyd,and giveth God thankes, Whereby it is evident that the for- 
bearance of ſome a&tions by ſome men wherein they approve themſelves unto God, doth nor 
at all prejudice we gulay the like acceptation of others in their doing them : yea, thar ſome 
men may be bound in conſcience to forbeare that , which another with' a good conſcience 
may doe, Andthis doubtleſſe is ( if che teſtimony of 7*7r#lian mentioned be true Y the"caſe 
berweene thoſe Primitive Chriftians,and Chriſtians in theſe dayes They might our of render- 
C 3 nefſe 
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themſelves againſt thoſe. bloody butchers, thag-were ſet on work by the Emperours to deſtroy

them -:.4nd'yer Chriſtians in theſe dayes, ſeeing their libeerty -in this kind, - may as law-

- "If ix be here objeRed and ſaid that is.no wayes like that the Cherch of God he 
rally be ignorant. of ſuch a liberty as we ſpeake of and challenge, if there were any ſuch liberry 
indeed , is it credible that God ſhould hide fuch a point of truth as this from them all? 
T apſwer firſt, ic is not neceſſary to ſuppoſe thar it ſhould be hid from them all without ex- 
ception ; it.is ſufficient for our purpoſe if ic were hid from theirteachers,'and thoſe that were 
leadersto the reſt, upon whoſe: judgment ( in things of. this narure,) the generality of people 


then much depended. Bur ſecondly, if there were many Miniſters of the Goſpell and rea-: 


chers, even in the Apoſtles times themſelves, that were ignorant of that liberty which the Goſ- 


 pell brought with it co rhe world, for the cating of fleſh, the non-obſervation of dayes, and of 


circumciſion, &e, or atleaſt were ſofzr ignorant, that' they were not able to informe and ſatis. 
fe rhe generall ſort of Chriſtians therein, it may very well. be conceived, thac ſome kundreds 
of yeares after, when the light began to darken and waxe dim ('5n-compariſon) they might 
now bee generally ignoranc of ſuch a point of liberty as this wee now ſpeake of, ar leaſt ſo 
far ignorant, as nx ©o be ablero ſarisfie the generalicy of their people therein, Efpecially if 
weconſider,. | | | 4 es 
Thirdly, that from the dayesof the Apoſtles, until] their numbers and irength wareraiſed and. 
increaſed to the ſuppoſed pitch of a ſufficiency to reſiſt (which wasnor leſſe then neere 200. 
yeares) there was no occaſion of ſtudying, or looking into the point.: they had been innever 
the better caſe, whether they had had thar liberty we ſpeak of or no ; and therefore ic is no mar- 
vaile_if they- negleed. the ſearching after it, And when caſes of .conſcience( as this was )lie 
unſtudied and uninquired into, neither is it any marvaile if the reſolution or ſtare of the truth 
inthem, be nor generally known, | 
. Fourthly, thar Spirit of courage, patience and conſtancy, which God poured out abundantly 
upon his Church and ſervants in thoſe times, wherby they were ſo ſtrengrhned and incouraged 
tw {uifer,;thar' martyrdome ſeemed a deſirable thing unto them, might be a ſpeciall reaſon and 


.. meanesto take them off from inquiring into, or ſo much as thinking what their lawfull hberry 


zghrbe-inthe caſe we ſpeak of, Men that haye a full eſtate in faire rents, as much as they can 
wellſpend, and as their heart defireth, are nor like, have no :occafion to buſie themſelves in 
ſtudying the caſe of uſury, as whether ic be lawfull ro rake .increaſe for. the lone of money, or 
no-; which he chat hath his eſtare.in mony, hath, Whilſt the 1/-aclices were fed by Godin an 


extraordinary .way by Manna from Heaven;:there' was no neceſſity or occaſion for them to 


plough and ſow. So whilſt Chriſtians were. furniſhed with, an extraordinary ſtrength from 
Heaven, to offer themſelves up in martyrdom, their edge muſt needs be taken off hereby as 
from ſecking means to eſcape ir, ſo from ſtudying caſes and queſtions about the lawfulneſſe 


2. Fifcly, whileſt there lay a confeſſed neceſſity of ſuffering upon Chriſtians, £.e. till the ſuppo- 
ſed firengrth of reſiſtance came ro them (which as. was. noted before, .could nor-be; much Jeſſe 
then 200. yeares) Martyrdome was ſo extolled and magnified by the generall acclamations of

port of thoſe diſpenfations which God'hath now in handghrequires that this liberty ſhould bee 
.manifefted and made.knowne unto Chriſtians, We know that according to the counſel] and 
foreknowledgeof God, Antichriſt was theh to- come into the world :' as now weknowthat 
he is about ro be deſtroyed andcaſt out of the world.* Now this is a generall rule, looke what 
cruthes were neceſſary to be ſhur up and concealed from the Churches of Chriſt, that Anti» 
chriſt might paſſe by, and ger up into his throane ; the diſcovery and letting our of the ſame 
into the world, ate neceſſary for his pulling downe. . For certaine ir is, that Antichriſt could 
never have gotten up into that throane, whereon heyFer fits and ſhewes himſelfe in his facrile- 
gious glory, had not God by ſpeciall diſpenſation ſuffered him to make many truths his foot- 
ſtoole, If all crurks had been clearly raught in the Church of Chriſt, and accordingly received 
and believed, it had been impoſſible char ever ſuch. a monſter ſhould kave gotten into the 
Temple of God, that ſhould exalt hinsſelfe 2bove all that Which 5 called God, But God cauſing 
a dead ſleep (as it were) to fall upon thoſe truthes, whichi ſhould in (; peciall manner haye op- 
poſed him, he had the opportumty without much contradition or noyſe ro ſteale and 'con- 
vey himſelfe into that” Cathedrarm peſtilentie, that Chaire of Papall Stare, which yer he poſ- 
ſeſſeth, Now amongſt many other rruthes that were of neceſiny to be laid afleepe, for the 
paſſing of this beaſt unto his great power and authority, and for the maintaining and ſafe- 
guarding of him inthe poſſeſſing hereof, chis is one of ſpecial! conſideration ; that Chriſtians 
may lawfully ina lawfull way, ftand up to defend themſelves, in caſe they be able, again any 
unlawfull afſauls ; by whar-affailants, or by whar pretended Authority ſoever made upon 
chem, For had this opinion been rimeouſly enough, and ſubſtantially raught in the Church, 
ic would certainly h:ve cauſed an abortion in Antichriſts birth, and ſo have diſappointed the 
deyill of his firſt borne, - Had not the ſpirics, and judgements, and conſciences of men been as 
ic were cowed, and marvellouſly imbaſed and kept under, (and ſo prepared for Antichriſts 
lure) by doQrines and tenents, exceſſively advancing the power of fuperiours, over inferiours, 
and binding Iron yokes and heavy burthens upon thoſe that were in ſubje&ion, doubrleſſe 
they would never have bowed downe their backesſo low as ro let ſuch a beaſt goe over them, 
they would never reſigned up their judgements and conſciences into the hand of fuch a ſpiriru- 
all tyrant as kee, So that you ſee, there wasa ſpeciall neceffiy for the letting of Antichriſt into 
the world, yea and for the continuance of him- in his Throne; that no ſuch' opinion as this 
which we ſpeake of, whether truth or untruth ſhould be raughe and believed ; I meane, which 
vindicareth aftd mainraineth, the juſt rights, and liberties, and priviledges of thoſe that are 
under authority, and ſubie&ion unto others, | by.

Sons of Belizl, ikeyer they be redeemed our of the hand of death and condemnation, which © 


they haye drawne upon their heads by thofe defperare courſes they have run; and you being the 
men (as they judge, and herein judge not much amiſſe) that chiefly ſtand between them and 
their ranſome, and will not ſuffer them to drink that blood that ſhould' keale them” ** You-<3h 
expett none other, bur that char Spirir of malice and blood which poſſeſſeth them, ſhould ry 
and roare againſt you, more then others, and that the furnace of their indignation! ſhall 'be } 
ſeven times hotter then ordinary for your burning ; when men are ber, 'and have any Nron 
deſires to offer violence or doe milchiefe unto 6thers,and are oppoſedintheexecution of 
defires herein, ir is commonly found, that they double the ſtrengrh of their deſices to' doe mik 
chiefe co thoſe that oppoſe them in ſuch a way, above the deſires they had of doing miſchiefe to 
thoſe others. Thus the men of Sodewn, having an intent to offer violence ro thoſe two men {as 
they ſuppoſed them to be ) that were come to Lors Houſe, and Zoe incerpofing himſelfe to pre. 
vent and hinder the execution of thoſe eyill mentions, they threatned him, that they Would 
deale Worſe With him, then they Would with them, Gen, 19. 9. and the reaſon hereof'is plaine ; 
becauſe men ſeldome deſire any thing with ſo great a deſire, as they doe not to be oppoſed or 
kindred in the proſecution of their defires : They can more willingly quic their defires of ma- 
ny things which yer pleaſe them, freely and of themſelves, chen they can indure ſtrongly to be 
oppoſed and interrupred in the ſatisfattion of them : This then is another reaſon, why you 
ſhould be the heighr of their malice and revenge. 

Thirdly, They know that you and your City are the Parents (as it were) that have begotten 
and brought forth all thar oppoſition which hath appeared elſewhere, or beene raiſed againſt 
them and their proceedings in the Land: that ichath beene yoxr zeale, in raiſing men and 
armes, and moneys, that hath provoked multitudes in the Land ro do likewife. They looke upon 
others as partly paſſive in that very attiveneſſe wherein they have declared themſelves agamſt 
then, and ſo make them (ic's Ike } an allowance accordingly ir their harred and thoughts of 
revenge againſt them. But upon you they looke nor onely as meerety ative againſt chem onr 
an inward pope of your owne, bur as attuating and animating others alſo, And therefore 
what they dedu® from, or abate in theit hatred rowards theſe, they' will adde ro their hatred 
and malice againſt you : you muſt looke ro pay: for your felves and for your children roo. 
Men nſe to be more merciful! ro thoſe that are drawne by others to praiſe evill againſt them, 
in caſe they come under their power, then co rhoſe that provoke and whert them on to doe, 
God himſelfe laid a heavier puniſhment upon Eve, then he did upon Adam; becauſe ſhe was 
the temprtreſſe, and partly by her example, partly by her foltcitation wrought upon hisinfireni- 
rie, :nd drew him into part and fellowſhip with her in the ſinne; Your righreoufneſſe 49 their

Jews beſides, and ſoughe the ruine and deſtruction of theſe, only or chiefly by way of ſubordis 
nation and reference to his {as appeares by the Story) for he had no quarrell cothem, bur for 
Alordecays ſake, and upon occaſion of that offence given by kim, Even ſo (doubdeſle) thoſe 
gnen of wickedneſſe we ſpeak of, burn in hatred and deſires of revenge againſt you, mote then 
they doe againſt all other places in ths Land beſides: and what oucrages and infotencies of vi- 
olence they practiſe elſewhere, is chiefly ro accommodate and ſtrengthen their hand, and co be 
ſubfervientunto chem for the rapine and ruine of you and your City, Their plundring, and pil- 
laging,and fpoiling in other places,is but the cuning of their in{traments,the plundring and pi 
laging of you,would be playing our of their ſong or ditty : were it not'for you, they might have 
all chings according to their hearts deſire : they miighr-eat'thoſeapples their ſoules fo much Juſt 
afrer, they might feede far upon the ſweere bread ' of Romiſh Superſtitions and' Do. 
Arines, They might have Organs, and Altars, 'Cringings, and Crouchings, they - 
might have Copes, and Surpliſſes, Wafers, and Tapers, Crucifixes, and Croſſes, Pitgrimages, 
and Pifturcs, wich all the accoutrements, 2nd the whole prophane glory of the Romiſh Sina- 
gogue., Were itncr for you they might have Lucifer pur againe inro Heaven, and Angels of 
light throwne downe into Hell in ſtead of him ; Prelates, I meane, reſtored ro their former 
thrones and digniries,and faithful] Miniſters of the Goſpell, the great troublers of cheIfrael of 
the Devill, troden and trampled on like clay and mire in the ftreers: they might, were it not for 
you have every man of them a doore 9pen which leadeth ro his hearts defire. They that deſt- 
red to live looſely, might doe it without paying any tribure of being checked or reproved for 
it ; and ſo they that had a minde ro live prophanely, to oppreſſe, to ryzannize, to be drunken, 
ro be uncleane,&ec. they might have gone roundly ro Hel], every man his way, no man asking 
why doe-you ſo, which (indeede) is the ſumme of all happineſſe that theſe men defire orfſeeke 
after, Whereas you and your City not being made theirfoorſtoole, chey cannor get up into 
thoſe thrones ; the Summer fruics that their ſoules ſo much luſt after doe'nor ripen, becauſe of 
the cold aire that breathes upon them from your Cirie. So that it is no matvel|, if the ſpoile and 
ruine of your Citie be the firſt borne of all the defignes of their rage and: cruelties, You are the 
heire.thar*ſtand betweene chemi and the inheritance, if they cart kill you, "the inhericafice 

Fifthly , and laſtly, you and your Citie. are looked upon as the great Mag:zine of wealth, 
riches and treaſure inthe Kingdome : the garden of the Heſperides, where the trees grow that © 
beare the golden Apples, is knowne ro bee compaiſed abour with the walls of your Ci- 
tie. Now the love of theſe men is{o above meaſure exceſſive to your Siiver and gold, their 
ſoules cleave ſoo it, that except you will give it them into their boſomes quietly; and in a way 
of peace, they muſt needs, though with the extreme peril] and hazard of their owne lives, at- 
rempt yours for your moneyes ſake. This wine of yours lookes ſo red and pleaſantly in the 
glaſſe upon them, thar theiſghearrs are inflamed with it, yeathe zeale of ir hath ſo farre ear 


them up, thar they cannor live without it; you muſt give ir them, you muſtler them have ic

they could but dic ; but by making the attempt they might poſsibly live ; ſo thar deſperate Gene- - ©; 
ration wee ſpeake of being notable to live, not knowing how to doe, how to ſubſiſt wichour the 
{poile of your City; and the. poſſeſsion of-your treaſure, looking .upon themſelves as dead men 
without it, may in a way of ordinary diſcourſe and reaſon, come to this iſſue in point of reſolu. 
tion againſt you ro make the attempr, and venture upgn you, howſoever if they ſhall miſcary 
in making the attempr, they were but dead men; if they Thall ſic till and makeno artempr upon 
you, they were but dead men neuher : and this was mofre*certainly death, then the other, in 
making the attempt they mighc (haply ) proſper and ſo live, you have this paſſage, 2Chron,14. 
14.that 4/aand his men ſpoileg-all the Cities of the E thioptans, tor this realon,becauſe there w 
much in them. And they fpoiled all the Cities ( ſaich the text) for there was exceeding much ſpoile 19 
them, The aboundance of wealth and treaſure in them, was the reaſon why they were plundered, 
-and ranſacked, and detroyed:Plenty of {ilver 2nd gold are of dangerous conſequence and infly- 
ence, to advance the courage and reſolutions of enemies ; to turne weak men into ſtrong, and 
<owardsand ſuchas are fearefull otherwiſe, into men of valour and reſojution. So th@now this 
4s another reaſon very conſiderable, why you and your Cities above all other perſons or places 
.inche Kingdome ſhould be predeſtinared ro ſpoile and ruine in theſe mens gouncels, intentions 
and decrees : becauſe in other places they can but gleane ; burthere they know-they ſhall have 
__ a full harveſt. | TE . 
- Now then,git being athing ſo apparent and evident upon theſe reaſons( and many. more poſ- 
ſible of like infpyxance might be added )thar you andyour City are principally intended forthe: 
great ſacrificero be*offred upon the {ſerviceto the rage, malice, hatred and cruelty of theſe 
men, doth it Bor- concerne you in ſpeciall manner z more then all che Kingdome beſides, ro 
look about you, and-quit your ſelves like men, yea and more then like men(if it were poſſible) 
ro caſt ifitwere your whole ſubſtance into the treaſurie of your preſervation and peace: Ler 
any thing you ſhall keep back of what is in. your power to do or give for the advancement 
of rhe great ſervice that hath been recommended unto you, every time you {ce it or think upon 
.it, be as an.om», or preſage unto you, of the loſſe and ſpoile of your City, if you ſhall RillYe- 
'taine it, You know that: whereas ordinarily men uſe ro cut or clip their haire with ſheeres or 
ſiſſers, in ſome diſeaſes which are dangerous and violent, theyiſhave it cloſe wich agazor; prefer- 
- +ing baldneſle and nakedneſſe for a time, before.loſſe of lift, In like manner, thoughmoderation 
and ſobriety of expence be the commendation of wiſe men-at other times ; yet caſes of exj- 
gence altet che rule, and make any thing lefſe then whar mepare able. ro dogyy ith. theirurmoſt- - 
lng like ro doe any 
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. might, extremity of weakneſſe and miſpriſion, Nothing leſſe che al
